NEW YOniC, Mnrch 23. 
The first 
Information 
of the death of 
Leonldas 
Hubbard Jr., tlio 
magazine 
writer who starved to death In the 
In- 
terior of Labrador In October last, was 
received 
In this city today. 
The letter is most graphic In Its 
de- 
tails of the hardships endured 
by the 
Hubbard party. 
It cnme 
to Miss

Mr. 
Hubbard's 
foIo 
white 
companion. 
It was

Winter was upon us, and before

Along the route we had left portions 
of our outllt until It was reduced to the

Ocean. 
'the ship 
was 
wreck- 
ed on one of the 
Pelew 
Is audi-- , 
and 
Holden and a few 
companions 
escaped 
a wateiy grave. 
They 
fell among sav- 
ages, who stripped them, tattooed them 
and emplojed them with slaves. 
After 
two yeais of this life Holden 
was 
the 
only sun Ivor of the p.nty. 
He finally 
Induced 
the savnges to place 
him 
on 
board 
a 
passing 
ship 
and 
he 
was 
brought back to Ameilca. 
In 
1S3G Mr. 
Holden 
mauled 
Miss 
Mary 
MUUn, 
of 
Boston, who died eight 
eats ago. 
In 
1S37 he went to the 
Sandwich 
Islands 
foi the puipose of intioduclng tho 
sllk-gro- 
w 
lng Industry. 
Seven jeais latet he 
came to Oiegon, settling on a 
donation-lan- 
claim about a mile south of Salem, 
wheie he lived until 12 jears ago when 
he moved 
to this city. 
In the last four yeais 
he has lived 
alternately 
at 
Salem 
and 
Tillamook, 
and although nnrly 
n centuiy old, his 
strength 
was such that he could walk 
a 
consldeiable 
distance 
without 
ex- 
haustion. 
He left tlitee 
sons- 
- Hoiace 
F. Holden 
of Tillamook, Eugene 
Hol- 
den, of AVnidner, Idaho, 
and Theodore 
Holden, 
of

Jersey.
